Before operation 


Transport protection material (Shipping Filler) 
For protection of the products during transportation, the 
packing material is attached to fix the magazine pack 
insertion slot, as shown in the figure. 

Before starting operation, be sure to remove the packing 
material and insert the magazine.

Turn power on and press the OPEN/CLOSE (4) key to open 
the tray. Then remove the packing 2.

Note: 
When transporting this unit, be sure to insert the packing materials 
into the magazine pack insertion slot and the tray. For this, retain 
the packing materials after removal. 


Beware of condensation 

Water vapor in the air may condense on cold parts, forming 

“dew"’ on its surface. 

For example, when a bottle taken out of the refrigerator 

and brought into a warm room, dropets of water will form 

on the bottle surface. This phenomenon is called “conden- 

sation’. If this occurs of the unit internally, the player may 

operate incorrectly or rnay not function at all. 

This is not a malfunction. however, the player should be 

left unti itis dry. (Turn the power of this unit ON and leave 

the player for a while. After several hours, even in the worst 

case, the player will stabilize and correct playback will be 

possible.) Be especially careful in the following cases: 

@ When the unit is suddenly brought from a cold place to 
a warm place (causing rapid temperature change). 

® When the temperature of the room is raised suddenly 
using a heater, etc. 

@ When the unit is brought from a well-cooled (aircondi- 
tioned} room to a damp and hot room. 

@ In conditions where the temperature difference be- 
tween the surroundings and this unit might cause 
condensation. 


Notes on handling compact discs 


Handling 


Compact discs are made of plastic (polycarbonate). When 
the recorded side of the compact disc is dirty or scratched, 
playback may be noisy or sound may be missed. Even when 
the label side is scratched, the recording may be damaged, 
Handle compact discs carefully. Do not stick tape, etc. to 
compact discs. 


Cleaning 

When a compact disc is contaminated with fingerprints, 
etc., wipe with a dry cloth in a radial direction. Never use 
chemical solvents, such as thinner, benzene, etc. and 
conventional record cleaners or aerosols. 


Storage 


Always replace the compact disc in its case and store it. 
Compact discs are adversely affected by heat and mois- 
ture. Do not store compact discs in a place exposed to 
direct sunlight or where humidity is high. 


How to load a compact disc (for PLUS ONE tray) 
Press the OPEN/CLOSE (4) key to open the tray. 
The disc is inserted with the labeled side up. 


Notes: 

1. Make sure of the side of the disc. The disc cannot be played 
if it is placed upside down, 

2. Do not place objects other than disc on the disc tray. 

3. As this unit employs auto-close function, be sure to place a disc 
correctly.

Additional precautions 


When performing connections, always disconnect the 
power cord from the AC outlet. When setting the power 
switch (POWER) to OFF, always turn the volume control 
of the amplifier to minimum. 


Notes on handling the magazine 


How to load discs (for the magazine) 
1. Dise trays in the magazine are removable. Depress the 
disc lock button, and slide the disc tray partway out.

2. Draw the disc tray completely out of the magazine and 
place a CD with its label side up.

3. Line up the disc tray with the grooves in the magazine, 
and push the disc tray all the way in. Never bend or force 
the disc tray into the magazine. It is not necessary to 
depress the disc lock button when inserting the disc 
tray. 


Note: 
Wrong insertion of the disc tray may cause malfunction. 


How to load the magazine 


1. Insert the magazine loaded with discs into the magazine 
pack insertion slot, and push the center of the magazine. 


How to remove the magazine. 

1. Press the EJECT (4) key. The magazine is ejected and 
about 1/3 of the magazine will be protruded from the 
player's front surface. 

2. Remove the magazine with your hand. 


About the magazine 


1. Since each disc tray can be removed from the magazine. 
be sure to keep the magazine horizontally, so as not to 
drop the disc and the disc tray. 

2. When attaching the disc tray to the magazine. insert the 

disc tray between the left and right internal grooves of 
the magazine and push it in all the way so that the disc 
tray is secured horizontally. 
{f the disc tray is inserted siantingly with incorrect 
grooves, the disc tray cannot be pushed all the way in, 
and this could cause trouble. Make sure that the disc 
trays are inserted into the magazine correctly.

3. Do not insert the disc into the magazine without loading 
it onto the disc tray. 
Be sure that the discs are loaded on the disc trays and 
inserted into the magazine correctly. 


“4. After playing, the discs can be stored loaded in the 


magazine. When storing, not store the magazine in place 
exposed to direct sunlight or subject to high temper- 
ature. 

5. Never attempt to disassemble the magazine. 

6. Be careful not to drop the magazine or subject it to 
shock. 

Also do not apply intensive shock to the disc tray 
removed from the magazine. 

7. Do not allow the magazine or disc tray to have contact 
with benzine, thinner or any detergent solvent for it may 
damage the surface finish. 

@ When attaching the label on the magazine 
Be sure to attach the provided label on the specified 
position of the magazine. 
lf the label or adhesive tape is attached to the position 
other than specified, it may cause trouble. 


Note: 
When attaching the label on the magazine, do not attach the label 
on the previously attached label. 


CAUTION: 

Do not use an 8 cm (3.14"} CD or an 8 com CD adapter 
with this unit. If it is played on this unit, the CD player 
or the disc may be damaged. 


When the unit is to be transported, be sure to remove 
the magazine pack from the main body.

(When the music skip (I¢4) key is pressed with the 
track No. 1 displayed, the Track No. changes to the 
largest one in the disc and the cyclic Track No.

3. When the music skip (I) key is pressed during play, 
the Track No. is kept and play starts from the 
beginning of the current tune.

DOM PLAY key again or the STOP key. 

@ The random play cannot be activated in the pro- 
grammed play mode {indicated by the lighting of the 
PGM indicator). In this case, press the P-MODE key to 
enter the manual play mode, then press the RANDOM 
PLAY key. 


@ INDEX SCAN key 
When this key is pressed, the beginnings of all tracks are 
played in sequence so that you can play a required 
selection by just pressing this key again. In the manual play 
mode, the first 15 seconds of every track in the discs are 
played in sequence from the disc in PLUS ONE tray. In the 
programmed play mode, the first 15 seconds of every track 
in the program are played in the order of program. 

@ When this key is pressed, the INDEX SCAN indicator is 
illuminated and the play is started. 

@ in the manual play mode, the unit enters the stop mode 
after having played all tracks in the discs. In the 
programmed play mode, the unit enters the stop mode 
after having played the last selection in the program. 

@® To cancel index scan in the middle, press the INDEX 
SCAN key again or the STOP key.

How to load a magazine pack (Insertion 
of magazine pack) 


@ Turn.the POWER switch ON. 

@® Insert a magazine pack, pushing it in until a click sound 
is heard. 
Insert the discs you want to play into the magazine pack 
beforehand.

The disc No. of the next disc 
is shown on the display. 

@ When listening to only one disc, load the required disc 
on the PLUS ONE tray, and press the PLAY/PAUSE (b>, 
fl) key with the magazine pack removed. 


@ To play only one disc 


@ Place a disc to be played on the PLUS ONE tray and 
remove the magazine pack from the unit. 

® Press the PLAY/PAUSE (~, Il) key. 

@ When all the tunes in the disc are played, the player 
stops. 


To use the pause mode during play

Select the desired TRACK No. by pressing the numeric keys 
{1 to 0). If the TRACK No. consists of 2 digits, be sure to 
first select the tens digit and then select the ones digit 
within 4 seconds. 

@ The selected TRACK No. is displayed, the play indicator 
lights, and then the track is located and played. 

@ If the selected TRACK No. is larger than the last track 
No. on the disc, the last track will be played 
automatically. 


@ To play from the desired position 


To quickly advance the playing pesition during play 

@ When the SEARCH {(®P} key is pressed during play, the 
output sound is lowered and the play is fast-forwarded. 
When the key is released, normal play resumes from that 
position. 

@ When the SEARCH (P) key is held pressed, and when 
the last tune of the current disc Is finished, the next disc 
will be foaded and fast-forward operation restarts from 
the beginning of the first tune. 

@ When the SEARCH (BP) key is held pressed during 

REPEAT ONE operation and the pickup exceeds the end 
of the current tune, the pickup is returned to the 
beginning of the current tune and fast-forward opera- 
tion restarts. 
When the SEARCH (®P) key is held pressed during 
REPEAT ALL operation, and when the last tune of the 
current disc is finished, the next disc will be loaded and 
fast-forward operation restarts from the beginning of 
the first tune. 


To quickly return the playing position during play 

@ When the SEARCH (44) key is pressed during play, the 
output sound is lowered and the play is fast-reversed. 
When the key is released, normal play resumes from that 
point. 

@ When the SEARCH (4) key is held pressed, the pickup 
returns to the beginning of the first tune of the current 
disc and the player enters the standby mode. 

@ When the SEARCH (4) key is held pressed during 

REPEAT ONE operation, the pickup returns to the 
beginning of the current tune and the player enters the 
standby mode.

When the REPEAT key is pressed once, player enters the 

one tune repeat mode, and when the REPEAT key is 

pressed twice, player enters the all tracks on all discs 

repeat mode. When the key is pressed three times, the 

repeat function will be canceled. 

@ The ONE indicator lights at the first press, and the ALL 
indicator lights at the second press. 
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Programmed play 


The programmed play allows the desired tunes to be 
played in the desired order. 

The maximum of 32 selections specified disc numbers 
from P. 1 to 6, and track numbers from 1 to 99 can be put 
into memory. 


& To memorize a program 


@ in the stop mode, press the P-MODE key. The PGM 
indicator will light. 

® immediately after the power is turned ON, or when the 
disc in the PLUS ONE tray or the magazine is replaced 
with the another one, pressing the P-MODE key sets the 
player to the disc presence check operation mode. 
Since the PGM indicator is blinking during this opera- 
tion, perform operation @ after the PGM indicator lights 
up steadily. 

@® Select the desired disc by pressing a DISC SELECT key. 

@® Select the desired TRACK No. by pressing the numeric 
keys (1 to 0). If the TRACK No. consists of 2 digits, be 
sure to first select the tens digit, and then select the ones 
digit within 4 seconds. 

@ \f the TRACK No. is from 1 to 9, program input finishes 
4 seconds after the numeric key is pressed. 

® lf the operation in step © is not performed after that 

‘in step @, all tracks on the disc selected in @ will be 
programmed 4 seconds after the DISC SELECT key is 
pressed. At this time. the TRACK No. display shows 
“AL 

@® Repeat steps @ and ©. 

@ Repeat steps @ and @ for each track you want to be 
memorized, in the order in which you want the tracks 
to be played. The player can memorize up to 32 
selections. 

@ When 32 selections have been stored in memory, the 
DISC No. and TRACK No. displays no longer show “0”, 
and the PROGRAM No. display remains “32, indicating 
that the memory capacity is full. 


® To check the program contents 


To check the contents of a program, press the CHECK key 

while in program mode (with the PGM indicator fit). The 

program contents can be checked either in stop mode or 
during memory play. 

@ Each time the CHECK key is pressed, the disc No. and 
TRACK No. of the next selection in the program will be 
displayed. 

@ The previous display resumes about 4 seconds after the 
CHECK key is pressed. 


B To modify the program 


@ In programmed play mode (with the PGM indicator lit). 
press the CHECK key to select the disc No. and TRACK 
No. in the program to be changed. ; 

@ Select a disc No. to be played with the DISC SELECT 
key. 

@ Select the desired TRACK No. by pressing the numeric 
keys (1 to 0) within 4 seconds after the CHECK key is 
pressed.
